WHY A WIDER ROAD? 


Perhaps the first objection of­ 
fered by a m ajority of men to 
the proposed road bond issue tor 
Wilbarger county is th at a high­ 
way only nine feet wide is too 
narrow for any use. 
W hat are 
the facts? 
A pavement must have shoul­ 
ders on each side to protect its 
edges. 
It m atters not whether 
the road be nine or twenty leet 
wide, the shoulders m ust be 
added. These shoulders are con­ 
structed of macadam, crushed 
rock or some sim ilar 
material. 
Whatever form of construction 
is adopted for the soulders, they 
must be kept in repair or the 
pavement will soon be ruined. 
Nor is the keeping of the 
shoulders

undertaking.
